Canadian criminal drug legislation contained in the Narcotic 
Control Act and Parts 3 and 4 of the Food and Drug Act, 1953, is 
examined, with particular reference to the amendments of 1969. The 3 
categories of drugs are narcotics, controlled drugs, and restricted 
drugs. The 3 basic levels of offenses are possession of narcotics 
and restricted drugs, trafficking, and importingor exporting a 
narcotic. In issues of possession, which may involve personal or 
vicarious possession and the quantity of the drug, each case turns on 
its facts. Possession for the purpose of trafficking is considered 
in the category of trafficking. Importing or exporting is a distinct 
offense carrying such a severe penalty, from 7 years minimua to life, 
that prosecutors are reluctant to bring the charge. Under the new 
amendments the penalties for possession of any narcotic are lower 
where the Crown elects to proceed summarily, and a distinction is 
sade between first and subsequent offenses. The current trend appears 
to be a modest increase in leniency for simple possessors, but more 
severity for matters of trafficking.

Six families were invited to 
spend 5 days at the institution during the summer for intensive 
family therapy. Staff members, who were inexperienced in this field, 
worked in teams of 2.

Other 
objectives were to help the families realize that others have similar 
problems, to help them learn how the institution worked, and to give 
them an opportunity to complete a task successfully as a family. The 
therapy brought about much positive change, the vacation aspect went 
well, and the other stated goals were met.

The goals of the Retraining Group at Amarillo Air Force Base, 
Texas, how the group is organized and how it operates, and the 
results of the program are described. The goals are to retrain the 
prisoner to return to active duty, to identify and recommend the 
appropriate discharge of those who do not show promise of 
satisfactory performance, and to conduct research. The program is of 
value to the Air Force, to the individual airman, and to society as a 
whole. The Retraining Group uses a multidisciplinary correctional 
treatment team approach within a therapeutic community milieu. There 
are no walls, guards, or locks and the emphasis is on treatment, not 
punishment. The group is divided into Operations and Training 
Division Educational Services, and the Analysis Division. The 
professional/subprofessional staff to prisoner ratio is about 1 to 4, 
There is a total staff of 111 for a population of 180 prisoners. 
Fach prisoner is assigned to 1 of 3 teams headed by corrections 
specialists, school teachers, etc. Individual and group counseling 
are both used extensively. The retrainee goes through 6phases. 

They are: 1) orientation; 2) attitude development and adjustment; 3) 
academic and vocational training; 4) an honor phase; 5) the deferred 
phase; and 6) the final processing stage. Generally the men selected 
show evidence of stability, intelligence, and maturity and do not 
have records of various serious crimes. Data indicate that the 
program hasbeen quite successful.

Continued private ownership of guns as a factor contributing to 
acts of criminal violence is discussed, emphasizing the need for 
effective gun control legislation. Murder, suicide, and violent 
crimes involving the use of firearms are higher than those in other 
advanced nations, all but one of whom have acted in some way to _ 
control the sale and ownership of guns. Despite the provisions of 
the Second Amendment and the arguments of those who would use guns 
for self-protection, the problem of death and crime involving such 
weapons has reached such proportions that legislated controls are 
mandatory.

Rehabilitation by 
correctional agencies has an equally ineffective record. It is 
stressed that the criminal justice system is a process in which each 
stage must contribute to the ultimate goal of prevention and control 
of crirge and rehabilitation of offenders. If any component of the 
process fails in its function, this goal cannot be met. The 
inattention to changing requirements and methods in the criminal 
justice system must be corrected by establishment of priorities based 
on successful experience, clearly indicated needs, newly developed 
technology, and a comprehensive evaluation of all procedures.

The failure of modern prisons and penal philosophy to 
successfully rehabilitate offenders and to provide healthful and 
humane facilities is discussed. Overcrowding, meaningless or 
obsolete work programs, failure to deal with mental or physical 
illness and unsanitary living conditions in large penitiaries have 
resulted in crime statistics which indicate that 80% of all felonies 
are committed by unrehabilitated offenders who have had at least 1 
prison commitrgent. Jails and local penal facilities are designed for 
temporary confinement and are manned by untrained personnel and are 
also characterized by unfavorable living conditions. Despite such a 
situation, federal and state funding for corrections has not 
increased in proportion to other provisions for crime control and 
prevention. When such allowances are made, the expenditures must be 
committed to programs aimed at rehabilitation and individual 
motivation. Emphasis must be placed on providing psychiatric and 
wedical care; educational opportunity; vocational training; work 
release projects and other community cooperation programs, such as 
halfway houses and prerelease guidance centers; and more effective 
parole guidance. Where rehabilitation is the goal, only the 
indeterminate sentence can be used, since no one can predict the 
length of time necessary to train and motivate the individual 
criminal toward useful pursuits. In the areas of youth correction and 
treatrent of women prisoners, particular reforms are necessary. 
Finally, a broad recorganization of prison administration procedures 
is required, including reallocation of manpower between prison and 
comajunity services to reverse emphasis from providing custodial care 
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to instituting community supervision.

Improved living conditions, 
and educational and job opportunities are needed to overcome this 
problem, as well as concentrated efforts at dealing with the more 
serious types of antisocial conduct. Since little has been done in 
this area, the young regard society and government as unreachable and 
unresponsive and resort to mass action with the potential of 
violence. The reaction of authorities and the general public. to 
recent acts of dissent has further complicated the problen. 
Nonviolent opportunities for expressing grievances through mass 
communications media must be provided, and tolerance of mass 
demonstrations is mandatory to prevent aggravated outbreaks of 
disorder. Overaction to and lack of understanding for the issues and 
demands of the young and the underprivileged is clearly evident in 
many recent demonstrations, such as the protest movement at 
Resurrection City. As long as such gatherings are peaceful in 
nature, use of public facilities must be allowed, public officials 
must make themselves available for discussion, and law enforcement 
officials must control the situation with restraint.

Such detention 
is neither necessary nor desirable to control crime. It violates the 
basic constitutional premise that individuals are innocent until 
proven guilty; and overlooks the underlying failure of the criminal 
justice system to control crime. If preventive detention is 
authorized, courts acting from community fear will release few people 
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when their action concerns the public; poor and unpopular groups 
andindividuals would be the most affected. Such policy could easily 
result in massive, destructive, needless jailing; the decision by a 
judge or magistrate as to whether or not the defendant poses a danger 
to the community is at best subjective. Proper sentencing and 
adequate community corrections control would make preventive 
detention unnecessary; the importance of indeterminate sentencing 
transcends any security that might arise from jailing before trial; 
speedy trial will further remove the need for such detention.

Modern techniques of eliciting criminal confessions and their 
relationship to the provisions of the Fifth Amendment is discussed. 
Violation of the Fifth Amendment in requiring a person to testify 
against himself leads to further injustice and abuse of human rights. 
The case of Miranda versus Arizona is cited as a prime example of the 
illegality of many current police and law enforcement agency 
procedures for obtaining information from persons under arrest 
without advising them of their rights. Such procedures not only are 
unlawful and undignified, but destroy public confidence in the 
involved institutions; the insistence of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation on adhering to a suspect's constitutional rights has 
prevented this agency from suffering the alienation that 
characterizes most modern law enforcement activities. Further, the 
fear of abusive or unjust interrogation only leads to increased 
failure to report crime or to cooperate with police authorities in 
apprehending known suspects, thus defeating the major goal of 
criminal investigation.

marihuana does not lead to heroin addiction, but the marihuana user 
is introduced to subcultures involved with dangerous drugs; and 5) 
marihuana users tend to be passive under the influence rather than 
aggressive or artistically creative.

The penalties relating to 
marihuana shovld be sade rational so that criminal statutes are 
uniforaly enforced.
